And even against the known profiigates who 
support them, and whose names and records 
ure put upon our lists, we do not propose mak- 
ing une improper or illegal u-e of our isforma- 
tion. Wecouid not publish them. That would 


be grossly libelous us well as unjust. But we 
| can, und will, bring such a pressure to bear 
upon these people as will induce them to 


dense their visits, and aid in the breaking up 
ot the place. One of my detectives recently 
cume acrossa gentieman of wealth and high 
stunding, und a preminent vestryman in a 
fashionable Episcopal Church, who was in 
the nabit of visiting a house of this character 
incompany with alaudy of his acquaintance. 
To have published his name, or that ot the 
lacy, would have been the ruin of two highiy- 
respected families. But I quietly sens for the 
eventicman, told him what we had discovered, 
and advised him to discontinue his visits.

IE COAL QUESTION. 


Views of the Railroad Men and the 
Operators. 


What Manager Geo. W. Parker Says of 
the Situatien.

Important Meeting at the Eight-Mile Stone 
To- day. 


„There are two or three very grave inaccu- 
racies in that article on the Coal Famine 
which the Posr-Dis raren published the 
day before yesterday,’’ said Mr. Gao. W. 
Parker, the General Manager of the Cafro 
Short Line, to a reporter this morning “‘inas- 
much as you pitch intothe wrong parties. 
The railroads are neither proximately nor re- 
motely the causes of the scarcity of coal ia 
St. Louis, and you ought to putthe matter 
in its right light and show where fhe real re- 
sponsibility rests.’’ 

Nothing would afford me more pleasure, 
but the information on the subject came very 
straight.“ 

“Tt don't make any difference how straight 
it eame, you havé been mislead. There cer- 
tainly isa pool among the lines running 
through the coal district, in which the trans- 
pertation of the mine product is regulated, 
but that regulation bas mo reference to the 
amount of eoal carried but to the pereeatage 
which esch road shall carry of the 
whole amount brought inte St. Louis. 


For instance. the different lines in the pool 
carry according to a table based upen the 
trade of the last three years; Apen that aver- 
age the Cairo Short Lise carries twenty-five 
and one-tenth, which may be eae day one 
bundred car loads and the next one hundred 
and fifty.“ 

„Well, there eertainly must be some coa- 
nection between the lines and the coal oper- 
ators.““ 


‘Of course there is; nobody de- 
nies that at all. You see some time 
avo the operators were cutting each 


other’s throats and the Belleville district was 
being gradually ruined. The operators with 
capita) could not compete with the men of no 
capital who ran in upon the market when it 
wasup and went out of business wher the 
market was down. Thetendency is to bring 
so much coal to the market, but we will eer- 
tainly bring all thatthbere is a demand for. 
If any of your informants will point out to 
this railroad, or to any other, where eoal can 
be bad to haul, and who will pay the car- 
riage, you may depend upon 
it, it wil be promptly 
hauled. We make a profit on one load ef eoal, 
and it we could haut a thousand we would 
make just a thousand times as much; “aad 
don’t you believe we would be such fools as 
to refuse the increased protit.’’

» grant all of tnat. But here is the next 
consideration: We have about six hurdred 
coal cars, Which ean load im the Carboadale 
district and make the round trip in six days: 
if we send them a hun:red miles further to 
the Bryden mines, it will take ten days 
to make the round. The difference in 
freight does not pay us for the 
diſterence in time. As a matter of fact, the 
Bryden region takes a large percentage of our 
cars now. As a question ef prefit to ear- 
selves, the only rational way in which we 
can look at the matter, we certainly should 
favor the St. Clair county mines more than 
those further away.“ 

„Did you raise the freight rate when the 
lines pooled ?”’ 

„No. sir. We charge two cents a bushel 
from the first of June to the first of October, 
and two and a half cents frem the first ef 
October to tbe first ef June. Be- 
tore the lines poeled we charged two and a 
half cents the year roundd.“ 

„At any rate, Mr. Parker, veu will admit 
thatthere certainly is a coal famine in St. 
Louis now; thatthe price of coal is abner- 
mally bigh, and that somebody is te blame fer 
them.“ said the reporter, pointing eff each 
count in tne indictment as he made them. 

1 will admit all of it, but you 
eught to put the blame where it 
belongs, and not upon the railroad lines where 
it does not belong.“ 

„Very well, who is to blame!“ 

„t is rather a long story, but you must 
know, then, that quite a number of large oon- 
tracts were taken by the coal dealers with the 
Water-works, the Gas-works, the Belcher Su- 
ger Refinery, the railroad lines and others 
which were made on & basig for miniag of 
two and a balf cents. This two 
and 4 half cents they secured, 
er thought they secured, by a contract wita 
the Miners’ Union, to whieh they had beea 
paying only two cents. Well, the union 
worked the price up in 

UTTER DISREGARD OF THECONTRACT 
from 2 1-2c to 3c to 3 1-2c, and now te 4c. The 
dealers were bound by heavy bonds to the 
persons with whom they had contracted, aud 
ns they had made very close ecaicuiations ther 
are now lusing—aciually losing, mind—at 
least two cents, and probably mearer 
three cents on every bushel that they deliver 
on these flat contracts. They had to keep 
faith with the men with whom they dealt, but 
those who dealt with them misused them 
shamefully, breaking their written word with- 
out a shadow of compunction. Naturally tue 
deslers, to save themselves from bhankruptey, 
have tried to Jessen their losses by running up 
the price of coal on those who were net pro- 
tected by written stipulations and heavy 
bonds. You see the whole trouble lies 
in the breach of faith of the miners primarily, 
and then in the attempt by the dealers to re- 
coup themselves for one loss by an exorbitant 
charge n anotherjdirection. Every fair- 
minded man must see that the railroads have

„What is to be done about it?’’ 

“Certainly something must be done, and 
that ppeedily. But before we talk about tne 
rem there is one other factor in the scarei- 
ty which must be eonsidered. You see there 
are quite a number of miners fer whom, ua-
